1 . AMB. PEREZ CALDAS DELIVERED NOTE MAY 10 TO ACTING 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY LUERS WHICH 

(A) EXPRESSED SURPRISE AND DISAPPOINTMENT THAT URUGUAY 
HAD BEEN EXCLUDED EROM BOTH MRS. CARTER'S TRIP AND PRESENT 
TRIP OF ASSISTANT SECRETARY TODMAN; 

(B) NOTED THAT PEREZ CALDAS HAD BEEN INEORMED THAT TODMAN 
TENTATIVELY PLANNED ANOTHER TRIP IN ABOUT THREE MONTHS AND 
INTENDED TO VISIT URUGUAY AT THAT TIME; 

(C) REEERRED TO EARLIER NOTE OF MARCH 30 STATING URUGUAY 
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ENCOURAGES A VISIT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE BY 'A HIGH-LEVEL 
U.S. GOVERNMENT MISSION", TO DISCUSS ALL SUBJECTS OF 
INTEREST TO BOTH GOVERNMENTS; 

(D) REEERS, INTER ALIA, TO THE EORTHCOMING OASGA AND 
REMARKS ON THE DISTORTED INFORMATION OF THE US GOVERNMENT 
REGARDING "THE URUGUAYAN REALITY;" 
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(E) STATES THAT THE "INEXPLICABLE DELAY ON THE PART OP 
THE US" IN SENDING A HIGH LEVEL MISSION ASAP "CAN ONLY BE 
INTERPRETED AS A LACK OP INTEREST, IN CARRYING OUT THE 
OBJECTIVES EXPRESSED IN THE EARLIER NOTE. 

(P) EMPHASIZES AGAIN THE DESIRE TO COUNTERACT AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE THE MISTRUST THAT HAS DEVELOPED IN THE PUBLIC 
WHICH WILL ONLY INCREASE "AS LONG AS A VISIT TO URUGUAY IS 
INEXPLICABLY DELAYED, APPARENTEY IN A DELIBERATE WAY;" 

(G) STATES THE NEED TO DISCUSS THE SUBJECTS INCLUDED IN 
AGENDA OP OASGA, "PARTICULARLY THOSE RELATING TO HUMAN 
RIGHTS WHICH ARE THREATENED BY A COMMON ENEMY..."; 

(H) HOPES THAT US "WILL QUICKLY REVIEW ITS ATTITUDE" AND 
REITERATES WILLINGNESS TO IMPROVE AND STRENGTHEN TRADITION- 
AL LINKS. 

2. LUERS POINTED OUT THAT TODMAN TRIP DOES NOT COINCIDE 
WITH COUNTRIES TO BE VISITED BY MRS. CARTER. HE EXPLAINED 
TIME AVAILABLE WAS ONLY TEN DAYS AND PRACTICAL DECISIONS 
HAD TO BE MADE REGARDING STOPS TO BE INCLUDED ON FIRST 
TRIP. THE EXISTENCE OF CURRENT IMPORTANT PROBLEMS WAS A 
MAJOR FACTOR IN REACHING THOSE DECISIONS. FOR EXAMPLE, WE 
HAVE A NUMBER OF AMERICAN CITIZENS IN JAIL IN BOLIVIA AND 
ARGENTINA IS THE PRESENT CENTER OF HUMAN RIGHTS DISCUSSIONS 
IN CONGRESS. MRS. CARTER'S TRIP IS A DIFFERENT MATTER AND 
ALTHOUGH IT WAS BROADENED TO SOME EXTENT, THE TIME AVAILABLE 
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IS STRICTLY LIMITED. IT WAS NOT A QUESTION OF A CLEAR 
DECISION NOT TO VISIT URUGUAY. 

3. LUERS AGREED IT WAS IMPORTANT TO MAINTAIN AN OPEN 
DIALOGUE AND THAT THERE IS AN OBLIGATION TO BEGIN DIS- 
CUSSIONS AGAIN. HE INFORMED PEREZ CALDAS THAT WE HAD 
SOUGHT TO INCLUDE URUGUAY IN THE PRESENT TODMAN TRIP BUT 
THAT THE VERY TIGHT SCHEDUEING MADE IT IMPOSSIBLE AT THIS 
TIME. ON DEPARTING, PEREZ CALDAS OFFERED USE OF GOU PLANE 
BETWEEN BUENOS AIRES AND MONTEVIDEO OR MONTEVIDEO AND 
PORTO ALEGRE IF THAT WOULD MAKE A HALF DAY STOP POSSIBLE 
BETWEEN BUENOS AIRES AND BRASILIA. 

4. FOR TODMAN. TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE OFFER OF A GOU 
PLANE WE HAVE TRIED TO FIND A WAY TO INCLUDE A QUICK STOP 
IN MONTEVIDEO BUT FROM HERE IT APPEARS TOTALLY IMPOSSIBLE 
WITHOUT MAKING UNACCEPTABLE INROADS INTO YOUR SCHEDULE IN 
BUENOS AIRES OR BRASILIA. SUGGEST THAT FROM BUENOS AIRES 
YOU SEND A MESSAGE TO GOU FONOFF THROUGH OUR EMBASSY IN- 
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CLUDING FOLLOWING POINTS: 

A) REGRET NOT BEING ABLE TO INCLUDE URUGUAY IN PRESENT 
ITINERARY BECAUSE OF EXTREMELY TIGHT SCHEDULING DESPITE 
PROXIMITY; 

(B) NOTE AGREEMENT THAT WE MUST MAINTAIN OPEN DIALOGUE 
AND NEED EOR CONVERSATIONS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE; 

(C) REAFFIRM INTENTION VISIT URUGUAY ON NEXT TRIP WHICH 
TENTATIVELY PLANNED IN TWO OR THREE MONTHS; 

(D) EXPRESS APPRECIATION EOR AMBASSADOR PEREZ CALDAS' 

OFEER OF PLANE BUT EVEN WITH THAT ASSISTANCE A STOP IS 
IMPOSSIBLE.

1. AMB PEREZ CALDAS DELIVERED NOTE MAY 10 TO ACTING ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY LUERS WHICH 

(A) EXPRESSED SURPRISE AND DISAPPOINTMENT THAT URUGUAY 
HAD BEEN EXCLUDED FROM BOTH MRS. CARTER'S TRIP AND PRESENT 
TRIP OF ASSISTANT SECRETARY TODMAN; 
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(B) NOTED THAT PEREZ CALDAS HAD BEEN INFORMED THAT TODMAN 
TENTATIVELY PLANNED ANOTHER TRIP IN ABOUT THREE MONTHS AND 
INTENDED TO VISIT URUGUAY AT THAT TIME; 

(C) REFERRED TO EARLIER NOTE OF MARCH 30 STATING URUGUAY 
ENCOURAGES A VISIT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE BY "A HIGH-LEVEL 
U.S. GOVERNMENT MISSION", TO DISCUSS ALL SUBJECT OF INTEREST 
TO BOTH GOVERNMENTS; 

(D) REFERS, INTER ALIA, TO THE FORTHCOMING OASGA AND 
REMARKS ON THE DISTORTED INFORMATION OF THE US GOVERNMENT 
REGARDING "THE URUGUAYAN REALITY;" 

(E) STATES THAT "INEXPLICABLE DELAY ON THE PART OF THE 
US" IN SENDING A HIGH LEVEL MISSION ASAP "CAN ONLY BE 
INTERPRETED AS A LACK OF INTEREST " IN CARRYING OUT THE 
OBJECTIVES EXPRESSED IN THE EARLIER NOTE. 

(F) EMPHASIZES AGAIN THE DESIRE TO COUNTERACT AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE THE MISTRUST THAT HAS DEVELOPED IN THE PUBLIC 
WHICH WILL ONLY INCREASE "AS LONG AS A VISIT TO URUGUAY IS 
INEXPLICABLY DELAYED, APPARENTLY IN A DELIBERATE WAY;" 

(G) STATES THE NEED TO DISCUSS THE SUBJECTS INCLUDED IN 
AGENDA OF OASGA, "PARTICULARLY THOSE RELATING TO HUMAN 
RIGHTS WHICH ARE THREATENED BY A COMMON ENEMY..."; 

(H) HOPES THAT US "WILL QUICKLY REVIEW ITS ATTITUDE" AND 
REITERATES WILLINGNESS TO IMPROVE AND STRENGTHEN TRADITIONAL 
LINKS.

2. LUERS POINTED OUT THAT TODMAN TRIP DOES NOT COINCIDE 
WITH COUNTRIES TO BE VISITED BY MRS. CARTER. HE EXPLAINED 
TIME AVAILABLE WAS ONLY TEN DAYS AND PRACTICAL DECISIONS 
HAD TO BE MADE REGARDING STOPS TO BE INCLUDED ON FIRST 
TRIP. THE EXISTENCE OE CURRENT IMPORTANT PROBLEMS WAS A 
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MAJOR FACTOR IN REACHING THOSE DECISIONS. FOR EXAMPLE, WE 
HAVE A NUMBER OE AMERICAN CITIZENS IN JAIL IN BOLIVIA AND 
ARGENTINA IS THE PRESENT CENTER OF HUMAN RIGHTS DISCUSSIONS 
IN CONGRESS. MRS. CARTER'S TRIP IS A DIEFERENT MATTER AND 
ALTHOUGH IT WAS BROADENED TO SOME EXTENT, THE TIME AVAILABLE 
IS STRICTLY LIMITED. IT WAS NOT A QUESTION OF A CLEAR 
DECISION NOT TO VISIT URUGUAY. 

3. LUERS AGREED IT WAS IMPORTANT TO MAINTAIN AN OPEN 
DIALOGUE AND THAT THERE IS AN OBLIGATION TO BEGIN DISCUSSIONS 
AGAIN. HE INEORMED PEREZ CALDAS THAT WE HAD 

SOUGHT TO INCLUDE URUGUAY IN THE PRESENT TODMAN TRIP BUT 
THAT THE VERY TIGHT SCHEDULING MADE IT IMPOSSIBLE AT THIS 
TIME. ON DEPARTING, PEREZ CALDAS OEFERED USE OE GOU PLANE 
BETWEEN BUENOS AIRES AND MONTEVIDEO OR MONTEVIDEO AND 
PORTO ALEGRE IF THAT WOULD MAKE A HALF DAY STOP POSSIBLE 
BETWEEN BUENOS AIRES AND BRASILIA. 

4. FOR TODMAN. TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE OEFER OE A GOU 
PLANE WE HAVE TRIED TO EIND A WAY TO INCLUDE A QUICK STOP 
IN MONTEVIDEO BUT EROM HERE IT APPEARS TOTALLY IMPOSSIBLE 
WITHOUT MAKING UNACCEPTABLE INROADS INTO YOUR SCHUDULE IN 
BUENOS AIRES OR BRASILIA. SUGGEST THAT EROM BUENOS AIRES 

YOU SEND A MESSAGE TO GOU FONOEE THROUGH OUR EMBASSY INCLUDING 
EOLLOWING POINTS: 

(A) REGRET NOT BEING ABLE TO INCLUDE URUGUAY IN PRESENT 
ITINERARY BECAUSE OE EXTREMELY TIGHT SCHEDULING DESPITE 
PROXIMITY; 

(B) NOTE AGREEMENT THAT WE MUST MAINTAIN OPEN DIALOGUE 
AND NEED FOR CONVERSATIONS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE; 

(C) REAFFIRM INTENTION VISIT URUGUAY ON NEXT TRIP WHICH 
TENTATIVELY PLANNED IN TWO OR THREE MONTHS; 
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(D) EXPRESS APPRECIATION EOR AMBASSADOR PEREZ CALDAS' 

OFEER OF PLANE BUT EVEN WITH THAT ASSISTANCE A STOP IS 
IMPOSSIBLE.
